Two lads, David Fry and 
Chris Ridge of Altona North 
found the octopus as they 
searched for crabs. 


Putting it in a bucket 
they took it along to the 
Altona Life Saving Club 


where Mr, Jim Byrne, the 
club's Chief instructor ve- 
rified it as one of the dan- 
gerous species. 

Mr. Byrne preserved it in 
methylated spirits, 


On Monday by means of 
the club's Joud speaker he 
invited visitors to the beach 
to come to the club house 
to see and learn to identify 





the octopus. 


In the club rooms he took 
the opportunity of instruct- 
ing the people on the re- 
action and treatment to a 
person bitten by this octo- 
pus. 


As soon as bitten the re- 
spiratory system of the vic- 
tim js paralysed, said Mr. 
Byrne, 

Thus a patient needs arti- 
ficial respiration carried on 
until admitted to hospital or 
the victim will die.. 

Mr. Byrne stressed that 
a bite from the octopus is 
not fatal provided artificial

No further action 
Altona City Council on 


is being taken by the

The decision was reached 
after discussions at a Gen- 
eral Purposes Committee 
Meeting with Mr. L. C. Noor- 
denne developer of the 
Estate. 


‘At the meeting the Mayor, 
Cr. W. L. J. Crofts, re- 
ferred to requests being re- 
ceived for installation of a 
crib crossing to give. access 
from the Estate to the beach 
area. As recorded in the 
minutes the discussion was 
as follows: 


“Mr. Noordenne stated that} 


he had never promised any- 
one that a crossing would 
be provided. He had said 
that he would try to obtain 
a_ crossing, and at the time 
of the previous ‘discussions 
with the Council, it had in- 
dicated to him that he could 
install the crossing. How- 
ever he was not prepared 
to do this at his cost. He 
indicated he would provide 
a 6 foot access to a crossing 
provided the Council paid 
for it, and provided he did 
not lose any building ‘blocks 
in his subdivision.

The huge Qantas 707 jet eased down through 
silver-lined clouds and for the first time our eyes he- 
held the flat brown coloured terrain, ahounded by 
channels and streams.

Seconds later the plane was 
touching down and taxi-ing 
up the runway at Saigon’s 
airport.

However, < there was an 
abundance of — green-clad 
American and Australian 


soldiers milling around the 
airport attending to certain 
tasks. And many of the 
Americans carried revolvers 
that looked like six-guns out 
of a Western Movie. And all 
of a sudden we knew we

But even in 
Vietnam we were helped 
to feel at home by the ring 
of swinging soul music 
that: was played by the 
American Radio Station 
there, And quite some sta- 
tion it was too.
